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Registration and Use of technology in AIOC: 
First time in the history of AIOC, KKSU introduced the complete registration process in online 
mode. Earlier, partial online registration was introduced by AIOC Pune office for membership 
registration. But, delegate registration was made through offline mode only. To accomplish this 
herculean task, KKSU designed one specific website as aioc100.com for this purpose and it was 
inaugurated by the President and other Executive committee members of AIOC. In this web site all 
important information regarding registration was provided for all. This web site was providing all 
updates regarding the conference. 
Details of participants along with their abstract and delegate fees were collected from the website. 
In the month of July 2019 registration process started and last date for registration was extended 
till Nov 15 Dec 2019 as per the requests received from Executive committee members and 
delegates. 
Along with this online mode of registration, KKSU introduced UPI / Google pay / Paytm/ NEFT 
transfer also for registration. One PDF form of registration details was uploaded on web site and 
bank details were provided for wide use. For the convenience of KKSU staff and students two cash 
counters were actively working at Ramtek and Nagpur. Using all these sources, many delegates 
across the country registered for the conference. To increase the number of delegates, all possible 
methods were adopted by the committee members like Bulk registration facility, Cash counters for 
Local participants, UPI transactions for handy and easy way of payment. 
Registration committee posted the circular and brochure in hard copy to almost 2000 life 
members on their address. Committee members also communicated this information through E 
mail using social media accounts like what's App, Face book etc. 
Online Quick Response Committee Help Desk was formed with the help of researchers. Thousand 
of mails were sent to all oriental subjects' fraternity. Almost all Sanskrit universities along with 
National Oriental Institutions were contacted for this purpose. 
On the event day also, spot registration counter was also made available. About 1500 delegates 
across the country got registered for this conference apart from KKSU regular students. 
There were more than 300 invitee also. In total more than 2000 delegates participated in this huge 
and successful event. Welcome mail along with important instruction, accommodation details, 
Venue details, transport details, Event details, program schedule, and all important information 
was provided by the Registration Committee.
